Mr. Billings noted that the coun- 
ty board at a meeting here a few 
months ago voted to support the 
project, 

Mr. White, who has had several 
conferences with state department 
officials on the subject, said that 
plans are being made to re-route 
Kioute 28 around Andover which 
will relieve Main street of 50 per- 
cent of its traffic at the academy. 
He also said that in a few years 
another new route to the east of 
the town may be constructed which 
would eliminate more of the traffic 
at this point 

The state has made a survey of 
the site and is prepared to spend 
$20,000 to widen the street to con- 
form to the three-lanc highway at 
the southerly end of the campus. 
State engineers feel that a four- 
lane highway with a traffic island 
would induce speeding and moto- 
rists at the end of about 200 
yards would be brought into the 
narrower width of Main street, 

Mr. Adams discussed proposed
